One was the United States flag and the other two bore the 
thunderbolt' insignia of the .NRP. Thunderbolt armbands were 
also worn by those present. 

, At the height of this street rally, a crowd of 
about 300 spectators gathered across the street from the 
speaker's platform. Most of these Jeered and heckled the 
NRP activity. Three persons tried to engage in physical 
violence with the NRP members, and were removed from the 
area by the NY City Police Department. A set of wooden 
barricades had been erected by the NYCPD around the NRP 
speaker's platform. 



No literature was distributed and no signs or 
posters were exhibited. Also, no picket line was formed by 
those present. 

At the end of the rally everyone present except 
GOSLICK and MANCHESTER returned to NRP headquarters of MADOLE's 
residence, 10 West 90th St., Apt. 8, NYC. Other street rallies 
similiar to this one, are to be held on June 13. June 20, and 
June 27, 1970. 

A regular NRP meeting was held on Sunday evening, 
June 7, 1970, at headquarters.
